Parallel  columns  of  Spanish  and  English 
will  be  used  throughout. 


Coming  soon  will  be  the  first  issue  of  our  NUMISMATIC  COM- 
MENTARY and  Fixed  Price  List.  Several  major  articles  are  ready  and  more 
are  being  prepared.  A major  study  covering  the  tokens  of  Cuba  will  be  pre- 
sented in  successive  issues.  Publication  dates  of  each  issue  will  be  irregular, 
but  we  will  try  to  publish  at  least  five  each  year. 

After  attendance  at  the  General  Assembly  of  the  International  Associa- 
tion of  Professional  Numismatists  in  Naples,  Italy,  in  late  May  and  early 
June,  we  must  try  to  complete  the  preparation  of  a completely  new  treatise 
on  the  Coinage  of  Mexico’s  Revolutionary  Decade,  1910-1920.  If  any  reader 
has  any  unpublished  information  or  coin,  please  send  it  in  so  that  this  new 
work  can  be  as  complete  and  accurate  as  possible.  Naturally,  credit  will  be 
given  to  contributors.  A trip  to  Mexico  in  October  should  help  polish  the 
final  details.  Let  us  all  hope  the  manuscript  will  be  ready  then  for  final 
editing. 

No  doubt  there  will  be  other  projects  undertaken  during  the  year.  Please 
be  patient  if  we  do  not  answer  a query  immediately.  Research  takes  time 
and  we  do  try  to  be  accurate.
